Stir-in-the-pan piecrust 
l’o cups self-rising flour 
cup salad or cooking- oil 
4 tablespoons milk 

Sift self-rising flour into 10 
inch pie pan. Mix and lieat the 
oil and milk until creamy and 
thick and pour over entire sur¬ 
face of flour. Stir with fork to 
form a ball. Using your fingers, 
press dough against pan until it 
forms a shell.

New Policy Needed 


Some far-reaching changes may eventually occur in the postal 
service. A special Presidential commission has recommended con¬ 
verting the Post Office from a Cabinet-level department to a non¬ 
profit government corporation—a step that, according to the com- 
■ fission, could save as much as $1.5 billion a year within five to ten 
years. The principal idea of the changeover appears to be to fa- 
s- litale adoption by the Post Office of modern management tech¬ 
niques. 

The prospect of improved postal efficiency and elimination of 
waste is good news for the taxpayers. It would be even better 
news if such a nonprofit government corporation, would adopt a 
policy of restraint in competing with taxpaying private enterprise 
in commercial ventures having nothing to do with carrying the mails. 
A classic example of this is parcel post. It has been a constant 
threat to the existence of common carriers of small packages. The 
nation's leading carrier of this kind—REA Express—is a unique and 
essential clement of the overall transport system. 

Countless thousands of shippers depend upon the Express Com¬ 
pany for expedited service, both national and international. It fa¬ 
cilitates the movement of goods by air, sea and land. It has in¬ 
vested heavily in modem, automated equipment, vehicles and a net¬ 
work of terminals. It has led the Way in containerization develop¬ 
ment. Public policy should look to the preservation of the tax¬ 
paying, private express carrier of small packages and should become 
;> part of a rejuvenated U. S. postal organization.
